One is always tempted to reminisce a little 
whenever the time arrives for another class to 
graduate. This time, my recollections go back 
to the time when our graduating pupils were just 
learning to walk and to talk—about seventeen 
years ago. ve 

What a contrast exists between conditions 
then and now. A typical Edmonton high school 
then had about twelve to fourteen rooms, approxi- 
mately four hundred pupils, and about a dozen 
teachers. The teachers each taught a full day 
and even the principal taught most of the day. 
With few exceptions everyone took the same 
program—a matriculation one. Scholarships 
and paid tuition were rare, and the cost of send- 
ing a pupil through high school was often beyond 
the means of many parents. Extracurricular 
activities were confined to a few sports and an 
occasional dance. 

Today's high schools are very different. In- 
stead of twelve rooms, Eastglen expects next year 
to have forty-five, including shops and home 
economics rooms. In place of a dozen teachers, 
we shall have fifty-four, some of whom will do 
little or no classroom teaching. We shall offer 
four types of programs, and a vast array of extra- 
Curricular activities for our twelve hundred and 
fifty pupils. 

The whole fabric of high school life has 
changed since today’s graduands were little chil- 
dren, It has become complex and perhaps a 
little impersonal. Just as one can feel terribly 
alone and isolated in a large city, so in a large 
high school it is easy to lose the close, tients 
personal touch. It thus becomes necessary for

every pupil to make some adjustments to this 
new Winciet school life. Each pupil must make 
a conscious effort to play some active part in 
the life of his school. Counsellors, room repre- 
sentatives, Student Union executive members, 
club officers—all have important roles to play 
in helping students to get the most out of their 
school life. And this help will prove of no avail 
unless each pupil co-operates in seeking to bene- 
fit from the offerings of the school. The beauti- 
ful, modern school you attend has_ endless 
opportunities for each student, but they are 
opportunities that must be seized, or they will 
escape.
